Although poor political 
practices have threatened internal stability, incubated insurgencies, and in many cases 
hampered badly needed economic growth, globalization, the proliferation of information 
technology, and political maturation are creating pressure for greater democratization. Flow will 
this play out in Southeast Asia? Flow do "Asian values" resist or reinforce trends in 
democratization? Will their "democracy" look like our "democracy"? What role does/should the 
US play, and what are the stakes for Washington? For the rest of the region?
